LONDON' 'POOR 'LAV/. 


Mr. John Burns is contemplating some 


very Important changes in the lliachin- 
,ery of the L-ondong vorriment. In op- 
posing the London poor law reform bill 
'last summer, Mr. Burns intimated that 
-he was considering somo lavge adminis- 
trative reforms in the London poor law. 
•Now that the olci age pensions act is emp- 
tying -the workhouses, such changes, are 
all th& more urgent. 


Mr. Burns could; I believe, by admin- 
istrative order alone under the poor law 
act of 383-1 convert the. whole of London, 
'into one single union, and in that way, 
••without any legislation, pave the way 
for a central London poor law authority. 
That authority would, of course, neces- 
Fa.tfly work through.. the machinery of 
local committees, which would consist 
of jtha best of the present guardians. 
:Su£h a scheme would centralize the con- 
trnl of the workhouses arid infirmaries, 
11 ml enable London to have- one poor 
tax—the biggest step towards equalisa- 
tion of taxes that could now be taken. 
''•f\. would also enable the- government to 
/survey the ground for the working of the 
i insurance bill, and tn take over from the 
/ poor law for hospital purposes, all such 
' liulldlnss as are now superfluous for poor 


law purposes. 
I do not Kay that Mr. Burns' scheme 
goes that far. But it is In this direc- 
tion that he Is moving rather than in the 
direction of handing over the poor law 
,to the London county council. That body 
•at present shows itself so slack and in- 
different to the Interests of London that 
,8. minister may well pause before calling 
upon it to carry new responsibilities. 


HOME RULE BILL. 


In regard to this published forecast ot 


•the home rul-e- 1>U1, I need only remind 
tiny readers that the forecast; does not 
profess to bo more than a sketch of the 
:suggestions made by the cabinet com- 
mittee. 
The cabinet Itself luia not yet 


.considered the bill at all,,, and a9 the 
cabinet often changs the \vholo naturo of 
,Kuch suggestions before they reach the 
house of commons, It Is useless to treat 
them as final. 


Of course, home rule has its difficulties, 


but there are no difficulties that cannot 
•bft removed as the difficulties of South 
'African union were removed, by a con- 
vention ot men who wisii It well. It is 
only when these difficulties (ire exag- 
gerated in order to defeat the main cause 
itself that they become formidable. 


Take the most serious of 
all 
these 


problems—tho representation of Ireland 
e.t Westminister. 
Every solution pro- 


posed will be denounced by those who 
oppose home rule. Every solution can be 
-rnado -workable by tlioso -who support 
hombe rule. Any solution is better than 
the present system, by which England 
-.hampers Ireland and Ireland interferes 
with England. 
You can find objections to any change, 


;"out to nono can you find any objections 
so great as those arising from the-, ex- 
isting system, by 
which 
England' is 
drained dry ar.d Ireland Is not property 
!fcd. 


WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


"Henceforth, a severance oC communi- 
cation with any part of the earth will 
ht> impossible. -Storms that overthrow 
telegraph poles and part our cables -are 
impotent In tho all-pervading ether. From 
the tropical forest, the ice-Qelds, 
the 
'scat of war, or the centers of peace and 
of commerce. daJly progress will be re- 
ported. Hitherto, tho. cost of wires has 
kept the blessing of cheap telegraphic 
.communication from the bulk of man-' 
land."

It Is con- 
fidently expected that In a short time the 
government's wireless program will have 
BO far advanced that tha admiralty au- 
thorities will be able at any moment to 
direct the movements of practically every 
unit of the British fleet.

Company has given to England an undis- 
puted lead in this Industry of world-wide 
importance. 
Since their Initial venture, 


in. July, 1S97, they have encountered com- 
petition wiUi no less than nine foreign 
systems. Today these have been air out- 
distanced, and English-made instruments 
bearing Marconi patents are to be found. 
in all coxuitrles and upon all the oceans.

PAEIS, Nov. 18.—An ambitious scheme 


Is on foot to communicate with all the 
French possessions in different parts of 
tho globe by means of wireless telegraphy.. 
This project was conceived some time sgo 
by M. Mcsslmy, when he was minister of 
the Colonies, and it Is now about to be 
realized. 


An official of the "War Office has Just 


given some interesting particulars of- the 
scheme. In order to communicate with 
the French colonies of Central Afrfca, 
radio-telegraphic posts ars projected at 
Cotomb-Becha-r, Timbuctoo and'-Dahomey. 
From the Eiffel Tower the Hertzian mes- 
sage will' thus reach, with a single relay, 
all the : posts on the coast of the Gulf,of 
Guinea. A wireless telegraphy station at 
Bangui, another at Djiboutil, a -third~at 
Madagascar, and the Hertizian waves' will 
palpitate on the shores of the , Indian 
Ocean. In French. India some poles,at 
Pondicherry -will enable radlb-teScj~!frama 
to be received from Madagascar or IDjib- 
outll, and transmit them .to tha post at 
Salgnon. «'•' 


It is thought that the 8000, kilometres of., 


sea .which separate Cochin China from 
New Caledonia can be easily "bridged ;by 
the waves, from a powerful post. Two 
radio-telegraphy stations at Tahiti and in 
(he Marquesas in the PacJflo-.Ocean. and 
another at Rlfisque near Dakar will fur- 
ther relay the messages. It is-'consldered 
that twelve wireless telegraphy posts will 
be sufficient to unite not only all tho 
French colonies to the metropolis but also 
"circle the' earth with an uninterrupted 
flood of French waves," The vessels, of 
ovary country -will receive in every sea. 
the time transmitted by the French'wire- 
less telegraphy posts.

it Is pointed out that the colonies, will 


be able to communicate with each, other 
by wireless telegraphy much more easily 
and with much more certainty than.:by 
the present cables, which break twice or 
thrice a year. The'whole of the inter-col- 
onial network can be constructed .In two 
or three years.

JEWELS OF ABDUL HAMID., 


Jewels belonging to Abdul Harold H, 
the former Sultan of Turkey, are to be 
sold In Paris by public auction on Mon- 
day, 
Tuesday and '"Wednesday, November 


27, 2S and 2'J. .The auctioneer is Maitrc 
Lair-Dubreil, G Rue Favart. 
The total value of the. jewels. is about 


51,600,000. The produce of the sale will be 
allocated to the Turkish' fleet. 
From 
this jpoint of view it is unfortunate that 
ths auction will, not take place earlier 
since the money would have been useful' in 
present circumstances. 


Since the seizure of the ex-Sultan's ef- 
fects by .the Turkish., government the 
jewels have,.been lying at the Dank here, 
where they have been seen by .many peo- 
ple. 
The 
• objects, 'however, having the 
most artistic Interest have been placed 
Sn the museum at Constantinople. 


There are two or three exqtuisire dia- 


mond necklaces, each containing three 
rows of fine pearls. Chaplets for the ic- 
cital of the- prayers, of the Koran are also' 
extremely bea.utiful. Then' there are neck- 
laces and pendants in emeralds and dia- 
monds. The Turkish crescent, glittering 
with precious stones,: appears oh ;qrie dia- 
dem, 
and a star, ..composed of brilliants, 


upon another. There Is a riviere in brill- 
iants and emeralds and beautiful enam- 
elled work. Chased gold boxes set with 
-stones, contained the cigarettes or .bon- 
bons of the Sultan's favorites.

the objects to be dispersed were evidently 
worn by the women of~ths harem.. In all, 
the jewels number 420. 
The most interesting and charming: of 
any are the "zaffs." in the form of ess- 
cups, but shimmering with rubies and em- 
eralds. They are intended for the deli- 
cate porcelain cups out of wbi'ch-the Tur- 
kish court dlranlc • its coffee. These rich 
examples of workmanship-- enshrine more 
of the Oriental atmosphere than other of. 
the objects figuring 
In. the • catalog™ 


which Is prefaced by an article" of Jean 
Richepin,, the academician. 


"While in Constantinople he was askeij to 


write a. preface/ tq the catalo"g*ie of the 
ex-Sultan's jewels, which are to "be put 
lip at auction.

lated. The doors 'were accordingly sealed 
and' gendarmes s posted outside -to stop 
anyone from going in. 
The 19 quarantined firemen werp thor- 


oughly disgusted by- this imprisonment,, 
and li of them climbed out of the. win- 
dows at the back anil quietly stole away. 
The medical officer 'yrlien- he called next 
day was furious at their escape but could 
do nothing. He .directed that food and 
drink and Jllso tobacco should be sent in 
at the Rxpelnse of the -municipality foj* the 
five wild stayed behind, and went away 
again.

BROUGHT THEIR FRiENDS. 


His amazement- was considerable when 


he^caiUd .again next day to find that the 
number .of inmates of the eea^ed-up house 
had Increased during the night from 5 to 
27. Explanations were7-demanded and un- 
der pressure it was found 'that the 
fugitives had heard;from the 5 whorhad 
stayed of the free food and tobacco, which 
seemed likeiy to cotvvert -the period of 
quarantine Into a holiday of idleness and 
plenty, They had therefore returned by 
the- same- windows through which, they 
had escaped and had further brought witli 
them eight friends anxious 'to experiences 
the benefits of medical treatment on such 
intelligent lines. 


Tbe doctor, however, a wise man of re- 
talitory -disposition 'called in the assist- 
ance of a squad of regular firemen, pro- 
fessional rivals and foes'of the volunteer 
Tolcunbadjls; he had the 27 stripped and 
'sprayed liberally >-ith pungent and noi- 
some disinfectants. They were then at- 
tired .in. ugly and' harsli-textured -gar- 
ments, provided by the municipal author- 
flies, arid were sent under police escort 
to a lonely and Inhospitable location camp 
to complete their quarantine under condi- 
tions calculated to niake them realize the 
unwisdom,of evading the ^beneficent at- 
tentions of the corporation, or, having" 
done so, of returning to'them again.

that compared with French loving Lloyd 
George, he-has far more pleasant diplo- 
matic manners. ' Possibly Churchill, was 
made.First Lord of the British Admiralty 
to avoid further, friction,-but most assur- 
edly he was not made- Minister of Marine 
because of any suflde'rily ' born friendly 
feeling • towards Germany, but rather for 
reasons closely connected..with British 
name politics.;-• Lloyd George's great labor- 
Insurance bill ia not yet safe and! nobody 
knows what it will cost'to carry It. And 
th'en comes-the Home Rule 'bill!': If the 
present llberal;governnient' in England is 
to fulfil Its promise and give home'rule to 
Ireland, -thediplomatic sky must be cloud- 
less.

be offered for sale In London. . Not- unlike

box dated "Anno 1527." 


It is made up of. four pieces of wood, 


rudely carved .with, dogs' heads and with 
faces of .Red Indians. On the. bowl there 
is a cap about as large as the bowl lft- 
self, and a string of beads composed of 
;the same wood as the pipe is :attached to 
the, steam. A powerful whistle has been 
cut in the: stem - and the suggestion .is 
that Sir Walter used it to summon his 
servants. * 


The Archaeological 
Society exhibited' 


It at the Guildhall In: the .sixties, of the 
last century, the inscription accompany- 
ing1 it,; bearing these .words::. "The or- 
iginal pipe: of the above celebrated 'His- 
torian of the World' and who first In- 
troduced™ 'tobacco '.and 
potatoes'

England. ' Tradition (corroborated by a

er) states that this pipe was used by

here. It is not at all the house oJ a 
man about to retire from active life. 
The piles of ;booUs and papers on. th» 
numerous desks suggest rather that the 
owner is a man in the height of a busy 
career. And so he Is. 


MEANS MERELY A JUNKET. 


"This appointment," he explained, as 
he lald'down a book with the page care- 
fully marked, "does not, of • course, 
necessitate my leaving , Oxford. It-is 
merely a lectureship which is often held 
by people on this side of tlie -water. I 
believe Professor Thompson of Cam- 
bridge has it this year.. 
"It simply means that-J shall go over, 
probably at the end of next Bummer, 
and dellever a course of six lectures." 
"And what about retiring at 60?" I 
asked. "Is not this rather strenuous for 
one who has passed the age when all 
men ought to retire?" 
Sir William Osier made a serious pro- 
test.

"The superficial, luxurious and idle 
existence which they lead naturally ex- 
cites opposition," the writer continues.

demands the abolition of their privileges 
and the partition of their possessions."

Dr. Gile ' has received from 
unfortunate men. who have been unable to 
find .employment and are on the -verge of 
despair,-having- no hope in life. Dr.-Gile 
was unable to find jobs for many of'these, 
and- had no ,way of helping- them in such 
a .manner that they could .retain their 
self-respect and. work, their way back to 
a decent standard of living. .

'"With the applications from released 


criminals' received by ma as secretary of 
the Society for .the Promotion of -Crim- 
inal Anthropology and editor of its Jour- 
nal, have come thousands of applications 
for work from men whose health is poor 
or who have made a. failure of life'one 
way or another," said. Dr. Glle. 
"What 


shall we give these men?. That'has been 
the .grost: question. We think that this

and unkndwn to them. But while the managements

something has 'been known of Alaska 
coal for more than: sixty years, 'the 
amount of .actual mining, according 
to the United States geological .sur- 
vey,'has been insignificant. . The to- 
tal production since the territory -was 
acquired from Russia; is less, than 
60,000 tons., This is all the more 
significant because during this Ume 
more than 1,500,000 tons of coal toave 
been shipped into Alaska, arid al! but 
20 per cent of it was from foreign 
fields. 
ThiJ! Bering river and Mata- 
nuska coal ;flclds of Alaska.are.stated 
by Alfred, H. JSrooks of the< geologi- 
cal survey, in a recent VeTporV to* con- 
stitute the 
only known sources > of 
high-grade coal near either the east- 
ern or the western shore of the Pa- 
cific ocean,; unless such fuels .may Be 
had from • the' inland coal Hel'd* of 
China. . They are therefore of great 
importance to the industries of the 
Pacific coast! From them must come 
the high-grade. steaming and coking 
coals and anthracite needed by the 
growing: population in the seaboarjl 
states. 
Unless they arc. utilized, the 
manufacturing and smelting indus- 
itrles of that region, and the: ships of 
the American navy 
in the Pacific 
must 
depend '• largely 
on 
foreign 
fields, except as coal may be brought 
around Cape Horn and through the 
Panama canal. 
Alaska's own need 
for .high-grade coal can be supplied 
only from these two fields, unles.8 it 
is furnished by such foreign fuel as 
is transported for a thousand miles 
or more.

There are people, however, who will listen 


•to argument, and such people Know that the 
natural and sane relation between OaKland 
and San Francisco is one of rivalry in enter- 
prise, in energy, in progress, in all the factors 
and elements that maKe cities great. 


Minneapolis and St. Paul are valuable ex-

upon which each spread until they met at Fort 
Snelling. Neither proposed to annex the other, 
but when their borders touched they entered 
upon a proper and natural rivalry that has 
Made each great and beautiful. Urged by the 
enterprise of Minneapolis in construction of 
streets, boulevards, parKs, playgrounds, and 
public buildings, St. Paul strove to do more/and 
better on the same lines. The result is two 
beautiful cities, each proud of its independ- 
ence, its individuality, and its enterprise.; 


Let the visitor talK with citizens of each 


city, and whether the opinion is uttered by J. J. 
Hill or Archbishop John Ireland of St. Paul, or

Hon. George Von L. Meyer, secretary of the navy, is apparently 


opposed to locating the new drydpck.the government proposed'to 
build on the Pacific Coast on San Francisco bay. The conditions' 
he prescribes in the dispatch lie addressed to Hon. Julius Kahti 
clearly indicates a desire that the dock -should' be?located at Breme-p- 
Ion. Perhaps it would be better to state the' conditions' in his own 
words:

"I reply to your telegram of the 7th',-which I find on my return 


to Washington, I propose to recommend this year a dock 1000 feet 


: long and 110 feet -wide, to agree with Panama canal locks for the 
Pacific Coast, leaving it to Congress to decide the location. If the 
battleship fleet is to be successfully maintained £>n the Pacific Coast, 
'"ample" docking facilities with deep water must be available. 
The 


1,1000-foot dock should not have less than forty feet depth in the ap- 


proach in order to make it available for an injured ship drawing 
more water than "normally. 
MEYER." 


At extreme low tide there is only thirty-six feet of water at the 


entrance of the Golden Gate channel. At high tide it does not run 
much above forty feet. Hence the-channel would have to be deep- 
ened to comply with the requirements laid down by Secretary 
Meyer. The largest ships in the American navy draw less than 
thirty feet of water, and no merchant ship yet constructed is 800 
feet long. It is wholly an unwarranted assumption that the proposed 
dock shall be equal in dimensions to the giant locks bf'the Panama 
canal, or that the approach shall be deeper than the draught of any 
ships now afloat. When loaded down the new battleships autho- 


. rized by Congress will draw only thirty-three feet They can pass 


in and out of the Golden Gate without danger or interruption at the 
lowest stage of water. 
. 


But Secretary Meyer.dismisses the facts aiid insists upon condi- 


tions which, if complied with, will inevitably carry the new dock to 
Bremerton.. The object apparently is to make Puget Sound the chief 
.rendezvous of the fleet in .Pacific waters. The entrance to Puget 


Sound is at the extreme northern point of the United'States Coast 'on 
She Pacific and is a roadstead used by Great Britain as well as the 
United States; whereas the bay of San Francisco is midway on the 
American coast line and is not flanked by the coast of a foreign 


•• power. However, Secretary Meyer has always shown a marked par- 
tiality for Bremerton and ever since he entered the cabinet has man- 
ifested an unreasoning hostility to ,Mare Island. He is not at all 
friendly to San Francisco.

In Los Angeles there is one divorce to every three marriages; 


in other words, twenty-five per cent of the marriages are failures—- 
on e-fourth of the people who'enter wedlock get divorced.

Women Not Eligible for Jury Duty. 


The assumption that enfranchisement qualified women to serve 


on juries does not appear to be well founded. A careful reading of 
the law,, leads tQ 
: the!^onciusipn.,that •women; ar.e not required-.to do 


jury duty. The liw, says that .petit juries 'shall" be composed of 
twelve men and that grand juries shall .consist of nineteen men. It 
can..;hardly be'^assu'ttifed that the Word-men as here';used is synony- 
mous with "electors" or citizens; 'moreover, a citizen is not neces- 
sarily an elector or qualified for jury duty. .Women were citizens 
before they were given the ballot. 


The right to vote does not go with citizenship and the right '(or 


duty) to serve on juries-does not go with the ballot. It is a well- 
settled principle of law that the franchise is not a right, but a privi- 
lege, which cannot be exercised unless specifically granted. 


In Los Angeles George Cryer, Assistant United States District 


Attorney, has decided that women are not eligible under the law 
for'jury duty. In his opinion.£he adoption of the amendment giv- 
ing women the ballot did not qualify them for service on juries. It 
did not make them liable to military service/which is restricted to 
males by the language of the statute. In the same way the consti- 
tution-excludes women from the jury-box. This is what Mr.'Cryer 
says about the matter: 


"The recently adopted ..amendment gives women of this State 


the right to vote, but not. to serve as jurors. The constitution of 
this State and the National constitution provides that persons 
charged with crimes may demand a trial By a common-law jury, 
designated as -twelve men."- 
'

Therefore the State constitution will have to be -further amended 


if women are required to serve on juries. Even then'it is not clear 
that they would be eligible as jurqrs in the Federal courts. If the 
ladies desire to be qualified forjury duty they must aiSk for another 
referendum. 
.

That rickety philosopher, the Fresno Republican, admits that the 


judicial recall is open to grave objections, but it offers the consoling 
suggestion that it will not be used—that is, not much. The Republi- 
can concedes, by' implication, that the' recall'of judges would raise 
cain with judicial administration if invoked with frequency. But it 
neglects -to state that, the recall amendment was so drawn as to 
make It easy to invoke. Fifteen per cent of the registered vote can 
order a recall election, and the incum'bent must receive a majority 
of all the votes cast or be removed from office, and his successor may 
be elected by a comparatively small minority. These provisions 
are an Invitation to invoke the recall. They subject judges on the 
bench to malicious attacks on"trivial grounds. Their only defense 
against intimidation'and injustice will be the'good sense of the peo- 
ple. While we~-haye great .confidence" in popular intelligence anc 
the popular sense of justice, we realize that they cannot be relied on 
in times of excitement, especially when deception and inflammatory 
appeals fere made to prejudice and passion. 
~ - 


Some of the newspapers that "have been accusing President 


Taft of neglect to enforce the Sherman-anti-trust law are taking 
the opposite tack. One of the most virulent of the President's critics 
says, "what is needed is constructive legislation, not destructive 
litigation." Evidently the President's vigorous enforcement of the 
law is pinching in unexpected places. 'T^ow it is the executive': 
duty to enforce laws, not enact them." Taft cannot be blamed for 
the failure of Congress to make the law more explicit in defining 
what corporations may' do. He is not <to blame" because the law- 
making power has forced on the courts" the onerous and difficult 
task of unraveling and straightening tiie tangled skein'of corporation 
consolidation and amalgamation. It is not for him to enact "con- 
structive Iegislati6n." ^That^is the duty'-of Congress. Of course 
"destructive litigation" is injurious to the welfare^ but the President 
'cannot refuse to enforce laws passed by > Congress on the grounc 
that the enforcement""will bring on destructire litigation. '•

I RAISING THEM BY ELECTRICITY 


Interesting investigations into the ef- 


fects of electricity upon the development 
of school children have 
recently been: 


made In Stockholm,. says tlit) Dietetic and 
Hygienic Gazette. The walls and ceilings 
of the schoolroom were lined with a coll 
of wires through which a high frequency 
current was pfissed. The children in. the 
room were thus In a position of an Iron. 
core In the center ot a magnetizing . coll. 


Fifty: children were kept in. this room, 


while fifty others of the. same average 
age, size and mental' development were 
kept In an adjoining room without elec- 
trical treatment. 
It. is stated thai at 


the end of six months the'children-under. 
the electrical treatment showed an aver- 
age growth of two inches while those 
without electricity grew only 131 Inches. 


The : electrified children'showed an. In- 


crease in weight and other forms of d»- 
•v-elopmeht in proportion to their height. 
The electrified children also showed an 
average proficiency in th«lr studies of 9t 
p*r cent, and fifteen of them showed 109 
per cent. The unelectrlfled children, on 
the otlier hand, wera only 7S per cent 
proficient. on the average, and not or>* 
of them reached 1GO per cent. 


It Is added that the electrified chil- 


dren appeared t6 be much brighter, 
quicker and' more active. 
They were 


prompter In attendance and much less 
subject to fatigue.

showed superior working capacity In. the 
electrified room. 
While there 
was. an 


odor of ozone in the room, it was hold 
that the presence of ozone would not 
account ifor the res-alts observed.

of Charity In charge of the Mount St. 
Joseph's Orphan asylum, has commended

During tuat period -over 11,000 children 
have passed through the asylum.

prived of parental love, and without tho 
.support of parental authority, the chlJ- 
dren have found In the Sisters of Charity

GJSTTING BEST IDEAS. 


"Many letters from . all over the 


country have been written to you, 
making urgent inquiry as to the best 
practical scheme for achieving the 
betterment outlined In the eomcais- 
tiion's report. 
Now you propose to 


get from tho men and women, best 
competent to testify, the plans and 
Ideas that the communities ready to 
go forward In the work are prepared 
to submit 
You will thereby gfet the 
best thought that our people can give, 
and to . formulate It in such a way 
that .we, may..all of us have It before 
us Cor the' making o£ better homes, 
better schools and better churches in 
the open country. 


"In .the farming districts we neect 
greater soci'al opportunities for those 
•cvho live on the soil. 
As a basis, of 


course, we •'need better production, 
better roads, better ways of market-

cent announcement by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and from other 
sources regarding- discoveries of larg-e 
supplies 
of 
potash In the United 


States lends Interest to a statement j 
prepared by the bureau of statistics, ! 
Department of Commerce an<i La-'] 
bor, showing that the importation of 
potash salts Is now running at the | 
rate of over $1.000,000 a month and 
has aggregated since 1900 approxi- 
mately 
575,000,000. 
While 
these 


potash salts enter the country In va- 
rious forms and thus under various 
titles, including 
muriate of potash, 


sulphate of potash, carbonate of pot- 
ash, kalnlt, etc., their aggregate Im- 
port value In the nine months end- 
Ing with September, 1911, was. $11,- 
600,000, against about $7,000,000 In 
the corresponding months 
of 1910, 


and a little over $5,000,000 In the 
corresponding months of 1909. thus 
indicating- s steady and rapid growth 
In the importation of this class 
of 


products. 
Taking the figures for fls- 
cal years, the 
total for 1911 was 


?14,000,000, compared with less than 
$13.000,000 In 1910, less than »4,- 
QCO.OOO In 1300 and less than $2,000,- 
ftCQ In 1890.

truck, which arrived here on October 20, 
and is owned by A. Ambler, who* Is using 
it for contracting,purposes, has a six ancl 
three-fourths yard body, and at present is 
hauling gravel at the rate oC five yards 
to 
1 he lo.icl, th e gravel weighing 2600 


pounds to the yard approximately. 
The 


average length of haul for this dob is 
four miles round trip. ' At the rate of -50 
miles per shift, cr 100 miles per double 
shift,, they get 25 loads per day of 15 
hours, ,or 12;" yards. This, at the rate of 
from $1 to 51.10 per yard, gtves'a very 
handsome profit and. indicates the possi- 
bilities of the. track as 'an earning ma- 
chine. 


It also calls to mind some peculiar, fig- 


ures as complied by P. D. Tabler of the 
Pioneer Automobile Company. This truck

Mrs. tlmphey said 
that tho lad had been unruly since his 
lather disappeared from home last June. 
She left the solution of the problem for 
the, court.

Upon several occasions the boy naa 


•been interviewed by Assistant Probation 
Officer 
McCaba,' who stated yesterday 
the boy wanted to go to Pennsylvania, 
but did not announce what line 'of worts 


"jUcCabo said that'Harry's attitude to- 


ward the court and the probation office 
•was that of Indifference. 
Judge Brown declared that obstlnancy 
r/as one of tho boy's 
greatest 
faults. 


•When tho judge questioned him through 
en interpreter he refused to divulge ms 
plans. 
Ha could not give any reasons 


for 
leaving home and Judge 
Brown 
ashed If the boy was .responsible. 
In- 


geniously he avoldefl all the questions 
proposed by the magistrate. There was 
a period of intense silence while-the In- 
terpreter and the deaf boy were com- 
municating thlr Ideas. Harry gave the 
court to understand that, he was smart 
and defiantly stated that he eould.do 
anything- He was In tho sixth grade of 
the 
California Institute for the Deaf 
and Dumb and the Instructor who act- 
ed as the Interpreter said that the boy 
possessed an ordinary Intellect. The boy 
pleaded for another 
chance, but the 
Judge denied hla request. He was un- 
willing to forgive the boy. as he showed 
too much obstinacy In the course of the 
trial by refusing to give Important tes- 
timony as to his future plans.
